THE GOLDEN ORANGE 


AT CHRISTMAS TIME 


By MYRA NYE. 


The 
typical 
California 
fruit 
even 
now is glowing golden on tWe trees. 
Their beauty is one other gift for the 
joyous Christmas season. Indeed they 
are a part of the Yuletide; for genera­ 
tions in Europe and America an orange 
has been a prized gift of the season, 
rare in the snowbound states, perhaps, 
but valued the more for its rarity. In 
California, the Golden state, the golden 
fruit has always been in abundance at 
Christmas. 


Now is the time to make orange jel­ 
lies and marmalades. 
Following are 
some accurate recipes of goodies made 
from the orange, all of them dainty. 


Miss Essie Elliott, at the head of the 
domestic science department of tho Co­ 
vina public schools, is the author of 
tho recipes and her directions have been 
used in the state bulletin issued from 
Berkeley. 
For three years in succes­ 
sion she has won first place for her 
citrus jellies and marmalades at the 
fair in San Bernardino. 


Marmalades and Jelly—Slice thin any 
quantity of the fruit. Use two lemons 
to six oranges. Add water in either of 
tho following proportions: three times 
as much water as sliced fruit or three 
pints of water to every pound of fruit. 
Let stand twenty-four hours. B/jiJ hard 
for forty-five minutes^ to rcmovt^ ,the 
better; let stand, 24 'hours.

French Dainties—Two envelopes Knox 
gelatine, four cups granulated 
sugar,

stand in shallow pans over night. Turn 
out nnd cut in squares, roll in fine su­ 
gar. 
Variod with candied peel, dates, 
nuts, or figs. 


Straws—Soak quarters of orange peel 
in salt water (one teaspoon salt to ono 
quart of water) over night. *Pour off 
salt water and replace with fresh, boil 
ono hour, replaco water and boil ono 
hour. 
The skins should now bo semi- 
transparent. 
Drain 
and cover 
with 
granulated sugar. 
Cook till sugar is 
dissolved and is almost boiled away. 
Cut into straws and roll in powdorod 
sugar. 


Sandwich

unsatisfactory process. I find it much 
easior than tho usual way of slicing up

An inquirer asks why 14 fowls in one 
pen lay well, and another bunch of 13 in 
another pen, do not lay, although both 
lots are fed and handled alike. I would 
like to see those fowls, and without see­ 
ing them I can say nothing. I might 
suggest that one bunch consists of pul­ 
lets, and the other of old hens. Perhaps 
one lot has a comfortable house and the 
other not. Or, why sure, 13 is the un­ 
lucky number, and what could -our en­ 
quirer possibly expect from a bunch of 
33? 


There is a great deal of chickenpox 
about at present, and this district is by 
no means immune. It is a bad disease, 
and a cause of much loss, as well as of 
serious injury to those 
birds 
which 
manage to pull through. I t may be said 
to have two forms, one which consists 
of sores or lesions, on the face and 
comb, the other which combiues these 
with cankerous growths in the mouth. 
For the treatment of flocks on a large 
scale, inoculation is advised, and the 
serum may be obtained from the state 
university. This method gives useful re­ 
sults when applied to birds which have 
not yet contracted the disease; they 
either escape it -altogether, or take it 
only in a mild form. But when once it 
shows itself, especially in the severer 
form, inoculation is of little or no use, 
particularly in the case of young birds. 
To show how destructive the disease is 
to chickens, I need only mention the 
case of a man who had a really fine lot 
of fall chicks, and lost them all from 
this trouble within a month. 
About 
three weeks ago it attacked a small, but 
valuable bunch of chicks (eight weeks 
old) of mine. I tried various remedies 
without avail, and finally thought I 
would see if an bid makeup of mine 
which I used at one time for diptheretic 
roup would help. I dissolved as much 
copper sulphate in acetic acid as the 
acid would take up, and applied it to 
the sores, and also to the cankerous 
growth inside the mouth, giving at the 
same time a good blood purifier. With­ 
in one week the chicks were well again. 
I therefore advise others to try the 
same remedy. I t should be given at 
night, when the birds 'have gone to 
roost.

munity. 


There a r e two ways to prove that the 
wile of citrus groves m a y prove a bene 
fit 
to the community—first, 
when :i 
good, prui'ticul a n d successful 
rancher 


KCIIB his grove to an equally 
capable 
rancher, and after selling, buys another 
grove in the same locality; second, the 
sulo of a badly run-down grove to some­ 


one w h o will put money and intelli­ 
gence into making i t a producing grove. 


Real estate sales a r e not indications 
t h a t a community 
i s 
prosperous—in 
fact, they m a y mean j u s t t h e opposite. 
The heralding of t h e snle o f a finely- 
improved piece of property as a n indi­ 
cation 
t h a t prosperity is with us, i s a 
falHO idea t h a t h a s h a d too strong a 
hold on California for t o o m a n y years. 
I t is not a good thing to have property 
changing hands. There is an economic 
loss in t h e transaction itself, a n d there 
is an almost inevitable economic 
loss 
immediately following, for no man can 
assume t h o m a n a g e m e n t of a n y busi­ 
ness without an interval when he must 
feel h i s w a y out, m a k e mistakes, a n d 
spend some money t h a t does n o t again 
show up in returns. 
T h e n e w owner 
may b e successful cvontually, and this 
o( course i s being demonstrated all t h e 
time. 
B u t there is a n i n t e r v a l 
when 
the transaction bears t h e a f t e r m a t h of 
loss, and this loss i s also t h e loss of the 
community. 


When a country i s new, real 
estate 
sales mean prosperity. 
They mean t h a t 
more acreage is b e i n g reclaimed, a n d 
will begin t o produce wealth where it 
never produced a n y or little wealth be­ 
fore. 
This is whero California has in­ 
herited t h e idea t h a t 'real e s t a t e sales 
mean 
prosperity. 
B u t when, in the 
case of a full-bearing, 
intelligently- 
cared for citrus grove, a n e w owner as­ 
sumes responsibility, t h e result is t h a t 
tho community 
m u s t 
laboriously 
edu­ 
c a t e h i m from first principles 
u p w a r d 
'until h e masters 
t h e business. 
H e 
m i g h t bo lucky or unusually 
shrewd, 
a n d 
rfnd 
'slmie; short" cuA'to/'suece'ss 
w i t h o u t 
1 g o i n g t h r o u g h w h a f b t h e r s h a v e 
been obliged t o go through, b u t t h i s ' i s 
n o t a t all likely. 


The grove, in tho hands of tho new­ 
comer, loses t h e accumulated knowledge 
t h a t comes of working a n d studying its 
problems. 
I t loses t h e good t h a t h a s 
come 
through 
experimentation 
carried 
on b y t h e state a n d government—loses 
this a t least until tho ndw owner can 
be educated. 


If tho owner who produced thin grove 
by his own work a n d intelligence, stays 
in t h e community 
aftor 
selling, a n d 
buys n run-down grove and builds i t up, 
then tho economic loss i s offset. B u t tho 
danger is t h a t when released ho will go 
to 
some 
other 
community, 
whore he 
may not uudcrHtnnd conditions so well, 
and 
will lose a l l or a portion of t h e 
money t h a t his first grove earned f o r 
him. 


D a n a 
K i n g , 
sales manager for the 
California 
F r u i t 
G r o w e r s ' 
Kxchange, 
who formerly w a s manager of t h e Co- 
vinu E x c h a n g e , said on a recent trip to 
Covinu t h a t it gratified him very much 
to s e e such a very largo percentage o f 
the old growers 
still in t h e business. 
Tho faces at t h e annual meeting were 
the 
same 
ones lie had known 
twelve 
y e a r s ago. H e snirt this, o f course, bo- 
cause ho w a s glad t o renew 
acquaint­ 
ance with them. 


B u t t h e statement of t h e manager 
was a decided compliment for the Co- 
vlna 
district 
beyond 
a n y t h i n g 
which 
perhaps h e intended, in t h a t a district 
t h a t 
does not continually 
swap, ex­ 
change a n d sell, is a prosperous 
dis­ 
trict, where ranchers aro satisfied, and 
where tho groves recoivo tho full bene­ 
fit of y e a r - a f t o r y o a r of attontion be­ 
stowed b y intelligent h a n d s . 


Foverish real ostato selling in a cit­ 
rus district i s no more a criterion of 
prosperity 
t h a n is a 
fire 
sale i n a 
clothing 
store. 
I f you visit 
real es­ 
t a t e offices, a n d they toll you t h a t the 
business of t h e community is dull, tako 
a look around first, before forming any 
conclusions. 
W h a t ' s one m a n ' s 
incut 
is another m a n ' s poison, of course. 


The ideal situation in a full-bearing 
citrus district is a steady profit for tho 
I'rflit, a lively and universal interest in 
cultural subjects, a stoady improvement 
of groves, homes, highways, schools, and 
town-center, a very conservative plant­ 
ing out of new acreage, a n d a minimum 
o f transactions in real estate. 


We 
welcome the newcomer, and t r y 
to make him feel at home and be one 
of us, b u t we mourn tho loss of the 
truiued citrus grower whose place the 
newcomer hits taken. 
Someone made a 
commission on the sale, und thut makes 
him feel prosperous, b u t t h e grove will 
have to p a y in the end, uiul this meuna 
a community loss.

The comprehensive plan of J. W. Rea­ 
gan, flood control engineer, for the pro­ 
tection of citniH nnd agricultural land 
from flood waters, wnn filed with the 
board of supervisors Wednesday. 
This 
great work has been in progress since 
March 7 last and, starting with 
the 
regular office force, it has required the 
services of twcnty-flvc men. If approv­ 
ed by the supervisors the date of the 
bend election will be fixed for supply­ 
ing the money to carry it through. 


While the details of the plan have 
not been released by the flood control 
engineer, who has been ablj' assisted by 
F. .T.'Severy, the general features are 
known, and include the profiles of the 
water courses of the Hnn Onbriel river 
at Pomona and the citrus belt north of 
San Diniiui, CMcndorn, Covina and A/.li­ 
ra; 
surveys of the Han Oabriel river, 
the Rio Hondo and the I.os 
Angles 
river; the washes (lowing through Mon­ 
rovia, Hierra Mad re, I'nsndena and Al- 
hambra; 
the washes 
(lowing 
through 
Tropieo 
and 
Olendnle; 
the 
Rallona 
creek, through Inglnwood and Moneta, 
Strawberry Turk and Oardena, Comp- 
ton creek and the Los Angeles harbor, 
which is to be protected by a diversion 
dike. 


Before the final adoption of the re­ 
port by the board of supervisors, sev­ 
eral minor changes will be made in the 
proposed course of the Han Dirnas wash 
in accord with the wishes of the prop­ 
erty owners of West Covinn and Raid- 
win Park. The change* of the course 
of the water as proposed has some ad­ 
vantages to recommend it, both from an 
engineering and utility standpoint. 


It is estimated that from 4:i,!>00,000 
to #4,000,000 will be required to accom­ 
plish what the comprehensive plan calls 
for. 
Tho largest single item comprises 
throo masonry dams, the largest at De­ 
vil 'H Gate, Pasadena, which will cover 


1200 acres and occupy one of the finest 
scenic spots in Southern California, The 
other dams will Vie constructed at the 
upper waters of the San Dimas and 
along the headwaters of Pacoima can- 


These dams are intended to reduce 
the flood going down the streams and 
spreading destruction to the low-lying 
lands. 
The dam at Devil's Gate will 
contain 0000 acre-feet of water. 
In ad­ 
dition, it will serve as a causeway for 
carrying 
the 
La 
Canada 
boulevard 
across the top of the dam, which will be 
extended to a width of twenty 
feet, 
with sidewalks on either side. 


A large amount of money will be ex­ 
pended 
for 
check-dama at the 
head 
waters 
of 
nearly 
all 
of 
the 
small 
streams. 
The Devil's Gate dam will 
check the ravages of the Arroyo Heco, 
reducing it to approximately 
£>0 per 
cent, and storing the waters in under­ 
ground gravel for the use of Pasadena 
and Alhambra and the country to the 
southeast of Devil's Gate. The plan al­ 
so comprises storing the headwaters! of 
Hnn Jose creek. 


For the protection 
of I.os Angeles 
harbor, the construction work will be 
done by the United States government. 
An appropriation of $fi00,000 has been 
made for this work, subject to tin? con­ 
dition that the I.os Angeles county flood 
control district, provides for the 
free 
right-of-way. 
The bond issue will pro­ 
vide for (he acquirement of the right-of- 
way nnd the necessary maintenance. 


Engineer Reagan's plans are laid out 
on such a broad 
and 
comprehensive 
scheme that the future development of 
the country and the prnbtyblo increase 
of runway will be entirely cared 
for. 
Necessarily, the initial work will be 
slow, but once completed it is the pre­ 
diction that the flood waters will be 
turned.

PASADENA'S ANNUAL TOURNAMENT OF ROSES

tho annual turnament of roses which is 
held In Pasadena Now Year's day. Her 
article;r.jBj)oars In the number of Octo­ 
ber, 1016, and roads as follow* • 


Unique among tho special festivities 
of 
cities, 
eithor 
in this country 
or 
abroad, is tho annual parade of beauti­ 
ful, far-famed Pasadena, when on New 
Year's morning, under the soft 
blue 
skies of Southern California, mny be 
soon a long floral pageant of artistic 
b e a u t y and refined taste. To tho east­ 
ern tourist, the sight is more than mar­ 
velous; it is u miracle, wonderful, and 
all but incomprehensible. 


Tho tournament had its rise nearly a 
Bcoro urn I a half years ago witli a little 
group of congenial frionds, who, in their 
efforts to entortain both themselves and 
eastern 
visitors, hit upon the 
happy 
plan of decorating their carriages with 
natural (lowers, striving in friendly com­ 
petition for tho simple prices offered. 
Gradually tho custom grew into tho im­ 
posing and rarely beautiful rose tourna­ 
ment, 
known and 
reported 
the 
wide 
world over. Only once in all the past 
years hus rain wholly spoiled tho par­ 
ade, although twice threatening clouds 
have postponed it until afternoon, whon 
again tho skies smiled their wurm ap­ 
proval. 


So 
successful 
and 
well-established 
lias the festival become, that within a 
radius of perhaps a hundred miles, there 
is now little attempt, at New Year's en­ 
tertainment other than attending 
the 
famous show. 
From all directions, in 
thousnnds of automobiles, in hundreds 
of 
oarringes, on 
horseback, by 
long 
trains whoso epginos puff with 
their 
heavy burdens, and by numberless elec­ 
tric cars, come the multitudes, both of 
high and low estute, to see the wholly 
unique and always fascinating specta­ 
cle 
And one sight does not suffice; old 
HOttlers return year after year, always 
tin deeply interested in the exquisite ar­ 
ray of blossoms as when, for tho first 
time, they gazed in open udmiratiou at 
tho attractive scene. 


The population of the city is easily 
quadrupled on these festul days, and 
it speaks volumes for the general high 
vtandards of the place, that in spite of 
tho immense, surging crowds, seldom an 
arrest is necessary, and that order is 
readily preserved. 


Usually, tho procession starts prompt­ 
ly at ten o'clock, the long, brilliant line, 
horalded by a rider, tall and slender, 
superbly mounted, and dressed in all the 
glories of white satin und gold, lifter 
tho Elizabethan fashion. 
With his shin 
ing horn he announces the immediate 
coining of the parade, and is followed 
b y the marshal of the day, with his 
aides, all mounted on handsome horses 
decked with stroaming ribbons und rosu 
wreaths. 
Then follow civic officials, in 
tallyhos or autos, and the representa­ 
tives of 
semi-public organisations 
of 
Pasadena und of neighboring towns and 
cities, every vehicle a mass of fragrant 
bloom. 


Friendly but keen rivalry exists be­ 
tween tho leading hotels of tho imme­ 


diate region, tho high schools and tho 
society folk. 
Usually each entry is a 
most artistic production in which many 
points have been considered by the doe- 
orators. 
Since, According to the wise 
and fully rocognized rules of the tour­ 
nament, 
none 
but ..real 
flowers 
and 
greenery can be - used,: blossoms, which 
hold their freshness and- color ipmst bo 
chosen. As spectators and pudges view 
each entry at some diatanco, often, the 
general offect must bo carefully studied 
Often an entire outfit will show a color 
Bchcmo worked out with tho skill and 
perfection of an artist. 


Ono very striking entry some years 
ago 
WIIB in red, white and blue, the 
brilliant red of tho Christmas 
flower 
of California, the poinsettia, being com 
bined with the blue of the plumbago, 
against a background of white, 
The 
n.utomobilo was trimmed 
with 
many 
flags and its handsome and 
patriotic 
appearanco drew rounds of ready and 
heurty applause It is not unusual for 
tho decorators to work all night, the 
wrapping of the running gonr and t h e 
fastening of the blossoms taking much 
timo and care. 
On the larger entries 
literally thousands of choice roses, car­ 
nations, jonquils, or other blossoms aro 
used in the deciyation of the body of 
tho vehicle, and when tho seats aro All- 
od with a dozen beautiful girls, whose 
gowns, ribbons and parasols harmonize 
perfectly with tho color scheme, the ef­ 
fect is decidedly plonsing. Each school 
entry is attended by a wore or more of 
outriders, 
tho horses harmonizing 
in 
color and decoration with the general 
plan of the whole. 


The tiny pony carriages, decorated in 
purest white, entered often by the kin­ 
dergartens of tho city, make a most at­ 
tractive and fascinating feature of the 
long parade, which is often au hour ov 
two in passing a given point. 
Frequent­ 
ly the " s t a t e societies," which abound 
in Southorn California, enter symbolic 
floats, which are interesting ns well as 
beautiful. 
" T h e 
Landing of tho Pil­ 
grims" wus entered by tho Massachus­ 
etts society a few, yeiUB ugo and was 
most effective, for whilo the lower part 
of the float was decorated with flowers, 
the upper gnve a living picture, most 
realistically staged, of the stern 
pil­ 
grims leaving their boat to land on the 
bleak and snowy shores of New Eng­ 
land. 


Horseback riders, fancy entries and 
a children's division complete the long 
lino which slowly moves through 
the 
central business streets, and in front of 
the judges' stund, where artists, men of 
affairs und noted statesmen award tho 
prizes for the first, second and third 
best entries in each class. The .flutter­ 
ing blue, red, and white silken pennants 
proclaim 
tho 
successful 
entries, 
and 
mean a more substantial prize of silver 
or other urticlo of value. 


From tho first, no artificial 
flowers 
have been allowed in the famous par­ 
ade, and of late years no advertising 
entry of any type has been permitted. 
In consequence, the festival is unique 
in its high and purely aesthetic beauty, 
and its fascination increases with the 
years. Every visitor and resident, alike, 
enjoys the novelty and fresh beauty of 
the entire procession, and it is to be

Walnut Tree Pruning 
Given a M e a t lest 


Ranchers of Covina Valley Get Good 
Information and Orchard Demonstra­ 
tion of This Branch of Culture—Wal­ 
nut Association Arranges Tor Meet­ 
ing, Which May Mean Others. 


The members of Covina commandery, 
Knights Templar, held their customary 
Christmas services at the Masonic hall 
nt 0 o'elock Christmas morning. 
Every 
Christmas day at tho same hour all the 
Knights Templar in tho United States 
meet and drink a toast to tho gra^fl 
master, who sends them his greeting. 
Tho local servicos wero presided over 
by Charles E. Paige, commander 
of 
Covinn 
commandery. 
Following 
was 
the sentiment of the day. 


" W i t h the birth of a new century of 
Templar history, may the accomplish­ 
ments of each year be pregnant with 
real achievements of God and human­

hoped that the protty custom will never 
be given up or changed so as to lower 
its standards. 
In the last few years, 
chariot races after tho old Roman fash­ 
ion, with four horses driven 
abreast, 
and athletic games have been arranged 
to interest tj^e thousands of visitors in 
the afternoon, but even the novelty and 
excitement of the races appeal less to 
the general public than does the spec­ 
tacular and rarely beautiful floral par­ 
ade of the morning. 


Walnut orchard pruning,« subject in 
which practically every rancher in the 
Covina valley is interested, was given 
a good demonstration by departmental 
experts from the Riverside experiment 
station last Friday, about a hundred of 
the local ranchers being in attendance. 


Through the efforts 
of the 
Puento 
Walnut Association, the services of Dr. 
Leon D. Batchelor, associate professor 
of plant breeding, and Dr. H. S. Reed, 
state specialist on pruning, was secured, 
and 
these 
two 
men 
wore 
followed 
through several groves by the ranchers, 
the practical work being demonstrated 


OP. 
the 
trees, 
while 
informal 
and 
straightforward lectures were given. 


The first demonstration took place in 
the walnut orchard of B. H. Moore and 
A. G. Salisbury, on the boulevard half 
wey between Covina and Pucnte. 
Dr. 
Batchelor said that there were two gen­ 
eral plnnS of pruning a walnut' tree. 
Ono is to cut out and train upward tho 
branches in a general symmetry from 
the hutt, so that the tree will form 
itself 
into something resembling 
tho 
shape of a vase. The interior of the 
tree is left with plenty of light and 
growing space. 
The other method is 
columnar, or shooting straight upward, 
so that as much of the heavy weight is 
centralized as possible. 


In planting the young trees the only 
pruning necessary is to cut the 
top 
whip back to a j>r)int about six feet 
from the ground, or G 
1^ feet. 
The tree, 
branching out at this point, will give 
room for cultivation beneath it in after 
years. 
Then, ns the tree grows, the 
rancher must decide often between two 
lusty limbs that are both trying to tako 
up practically the same space in the 
tree. 
T>ese can often be left for a 
few years and some profit be gathered 
from them, but as they begin to crowd, 
one of them must be eliminated. Limbs 
that become bent down and grow out in 
a horizontal direction, where they are 
called upon to sustain too much of their 
own weight, and where they may en­ 
danger the equilibrium of the tree, must 
be eliminated before they £et too h,eavy". 
A decision in the case of a walnut tree 
does not have to be made at one time, 
he said. 
They are quite a little differ­ 
ent from othor deciduous trees. 


" W h e n pruning a peach tree, if you 
are' in doubt about a limb, cut it off. 
But whea pruning a walnut troe, if hi 
doubt, let the limb remain," said Dr. 
Batchelor, in a summarized statement. 


Tho ranchers were then taken to the 
grove of S. L. Watts, nearby, whore 
they 
saw 
a 
demonstration 
on . older 
trees. 
The experts spoke in approval 
of the manner in which Mr. Watts has 
pruned his trees, suggesting some minor 
points in connection with the 
work. 
This grove, ns is the case in nearly all 
the district, had been started in such 
a way as to leave plenty of room be­ 
neath the branches for the working of 
orchard tools. The ranchers spent tho 
morning listening to and watching tho 
demonstrations, 
and 
they 
all 
asked 
questions freely. 


It is understood that these gentlemen 
will make it their purpose to hold other 
demonstrations in the district if a suf­ 
ficient 
number of ranchers who could 
not 
attend yesterday 
are 
interested. 
The valley was well represented, how­ 
ever, at this demonstration. Tho writ­ 
ing of questions to theso gentlemen, 
addressed to the experiment station at 
Riverside, will meet with prompt at­ 
tention, and 
personal 
demonstrations 
on tho ground can be arranged for a 
group of ranchers. 
As this is the wal­ 
nut pruning time, this question is of 
livo interest. 


Tho walnut growers of tho Covina 
valley have just closod a very success­ 
ful season. The trees in this district, 
which is ono of the young districts of 
tho state, aro now arriving at a point 
when some of tho cultural 
questions 
are beginning to be of more than or­ 
dinary interest. Directors of the walnut 
association say that when other ques­ 
tions come up it will afford them pleas­ 
ure to arrango for meetings with the 
practical demonstrators from 
the ex­ 
periment station.

CHAPTER 7. 


1 
I START TEACHING AGAIN. 


I learned my duties the day after my 
arrival. ,. I was to be substitute instruct­ 
or in English, history, and economics, 
having charge of the college gymnas­ 
ium, and assist in the library, in place 
' of one of the regular teachers who was 
absent on leave for a month. No new 
light was thrown on the subject of 
salary, and this matter remained ob­ 
scure until the time for my departure. 
, The class-room work was interesting, 
and Chinese pupils arc about the same 
as the general run of boys in an Ameri- 
^f-'Can city. One of the' requirements for 
i (; 
admission to the college was that each 
student should have a speaking know­ 
ledge of English. 
This knowledge on 
their part was not very profound, how­ 
ever, and at times wh,en I talked rapid­ 
ly the poor fellows could not understand 
a. word. 


When off duty I spent many an inter­ 
esting hour 
talking to Mrs. Young 
about the (to me) peculiar ways of 
Chinese, their marriage customs, family 
life, and social ideas. I frequently paid 
visits to the village of Tan gab an, where 
I wandered in and out of the quaint 
'markets, ate in Chinese restaurants, or 
v»*%..attended a religious ceremony at one 
of the many temples. Occasionally I 
dropped into a theater, where the cus­ 
tom prevailed of entering without pay­ 
ing admission, the cost of the show be- 
' iiig collected after one had been present 
a few minutes and had had an oppor­ 
tunity of making up one's mind whe­ 
ther the performance was worth seeing 
•of not- 
1* very sensible arrangement. 


A Chinese play sometimes lasts for 
weeks, and its claim to a, "continuous 
performance" beats that of the Ameri­ 
can picture show* Some of the audience 
sit on 'the stage. The orchestra is also 
on the stage, and produces the most un­ 
earthly collection of discord and sound 
conceivable. The actors, dressed in hid­ 
eous combination of colors, shriek and 
yelp in torfes ranging in variety from 
the mellow- voice of a female quaker to 
the gruesome howls of a coyote. The 
most interesting feature of the^theater 
jtQ"the western mind, was the little lux­ 
uries furnished by the proprietors for 
', their patrons. For. instance, a man on 
thftstage hurled a continual shower of 
^ ^ ^ ! ! ^ 
v ^ S i * J ? f S 4 ? 'J®' ^e^eopje; 


t DOyB stationed*in." various^ parts,-of 
'A'&tPrtheater.*One* 
of these moistened 
^ rags was passed along each row of seat's 
and the perspiring occupants vigorous­ 
ly swabbed their faces and naked bod­ 
ies. The facility and skill with which 
these tqwels' were thrown and caught, 
and the utter disregard of all rules of 
hygiene on the part of the crowd, were 
marvelous. 


A PIG TAIL JOKE. 
Many of these Chinese instructors 
connected with the college had their 
quequee amputated. One of tho proc­ 
tors, however, named Mo, took pride in 
his greasy pigtail and refused to part 
with it. One evening, when Mo was 
playing dominoes at*President Young's 
house, I determined to have a little 
game with him and tied a tin can to 
his queue. It required much time and 
patience to carry this out so as not to 
give Mo any idea as to what was taking 
" place.' All the rest of tho\Chinese were 
in the joke and gave me what assistance 
they could, • while continuing to play 
the game. After an hour's work the 
feat was accomplished, and on the end 
of a heavy cord attached to the proc­ 
tor's queue was a.rusty old Standard 
Oil can. The Chinese usually play their 
games until very late, and as I wished 
to go to bed early I had to hasten the 
elimax. I did this by getting the servant 
to announce a hurry call for Mr. Mo. 
The proctor, thinking there was trouble 
in the boys' dormitory, made a dash 
towards the door, with the oil can dang­ 
ling behind him. The, instant he dis­ 
covered the can he realized that the 
servant's call was a sham, and in a 
rage turned on me, whom he at once 
suspected of the mischief. I thought 
njy last hour had come. ^Fortunately 
for me, the rest of tho company' appre­ 
ciated the joke and came to ray. rescue. 
The angry man was calmed and a trag­ 
edy averted. 


It was about this time that I received 
the following letter from Richardson in 
.Peking: "The job in Tientsin has gone 
up in a balloon. Particulars later. Let 
it suffice to say that my Honolulu dis­ 
cipline displeased the boys, and in the 
absence of a principal they struck. To 
avoid complications I beat it. No 
tears." 
This is the only information 
" I received concerning Richardson's sud­ 
den flight from Tientsin until I reached 
Manila some time later. I then forced 
him into the admission that he had vir­ 
tually been '' fired.'' Chinese students 
have the disconcerting habit, when 
their teachers do not suit them, of go­ 
ing on strikes. It seems that Richard­ 
son tried to inaugurate a civilized mcth- 
od of discipline which proved to be such 
a sudden and revolutionized change 
that the students rose up in a body and 
rebelled. They all went on strikes, pro­ 
ceeded to the active principal of the in- 
jrtHution, and issued an ultimatum— 


0. B. Fletcher, 
either Richardson had to leave or they 
themselves would quit the school. Thoir 
decision was final, and the acting head 
of the school informed Richardson that 
under the circumstances he would have 
to go. Richardson said that this ar­ 
rangement suited him, and that after­ 
noon he resumed his journey, 
t One of the most delightful Chinese 
that I met during my stay at Tangshan 
was Mr. Tze Ping Tze, who was a grad­ 
uate of Cornell university, and at this 
time locomotive superintendent of tho 
Imperial railways of North China. Ho 
was also a h i g h official of the Kaiting 
coal mines. Several years ago he was 
private secretary to Yuan Shi-Kai, the 
present president of the Chinese repub­ 
lic. 
I spent many .pleasant evenings 
with Tze and became well acquainted 
with him. On one occasion I said to 
him: 


" Give me a job as conductor on one 
of your trains running from Peking to 
Hankow." 


"Why do you want i t ! " he asked. 
'' When I- get to Hankow I will quit, 
and I shall then be several hundred 
miles farther along on my trip at your 
expense," I replied with a smile. 


Tze thought this a great joke. Laugh­ 
ing, he said, '' Why, I can do better than 
that for you. I will give you a pass.'' 


"Alright," I said, " I wont forget 
that promise, and when the time comes 
for me to leave Tangshan I will remind 
you of it." 


"What's more," continued the kind­ 
ly Tze, " I will give you a letter of in­ 
troduction to my brother in Hankow. 
He is vice-president of the Chinese 
Chinese 
Steamship and 
Navigation 
Company, and I am sure that he will 
give you a pass on the Yangtze river 
from Hankow to Shanghai." 


When the time came for my depar­ 
ting, Tze was true to his word. Presi­ 
dent Young gave me a railroad pass 
fiom Tangshan to Peking, a distance 
of two hundred miles. Tze's pass from 
Peking to Hankow took me over nine 
hundred miles, and the letter from his 
brother brought a third pass down the 
Tangtze river to Shanghai, a distance 
of nirie hundred miles more. As a re­ 
sult I • obtained three passes for two 
thousand miles in ChinOj. and all first- 
class. I could not. helfr thinking how 
impossible such a thing would he if all 
the circumstances, were ^reversed.'' What 
chance .would a young Chinese working 
his way in America have of teaching in 
the University of California, living 
with the president of the college, and 
getting a pass from a high railroad offi­ 
cial from San Francisco to Chicago, and 
thence down the Mississippi to New 
Orleans? 


For my services as substitute instruct­ 
or in the college I received one hundred 
and twenty-five dollars, plus my room 
and board, and this, together with the 
railway and steamship passage I ob­ 
tained, made the month I spent in Tang­ 
shan a very profitable one. I prize more 
highly, however, the unique experience 
uf, living with a high class Chinese 
family and the insight I had of Chinese 
home life. Above all I value the good 
and loyal Chinese friends I made. 


President Young 
accompanied mo 
from Tangshan to Poking, to which lat­ 
ter city he made frequont trips in con­ 
nection with his position as a member 
of the Imperial government board of 
education-and transportation. I had ar­ 
ranged to take the slow train' from 
Peking to Hankow, which runs only in 
the daytime and sponds the nightB on a 
siding. This train would loave at eight 
the following morning, and as we ar­ 
rived at Peking in the afternoon, I had 
the evening to spend there, and occu­ 
pied 
myself in seeing some of the 


s i g h t s . 


The following morning I was at the 
station early, ready to board the slow 
train to Hankow. As there were n o 
dining arrangements on the train, I 
came fully provided with provisions. 
Sticking out of each coat pocket was a 
loaf of French bread, tin goods dis­ 
figured the symmetry of my trousers 
and two bottles of beer added to my 
unshapely appearance in the rear. For­ 
eigners 
very 
seldom tako this slow 
train, and the passenger list consisted 
exclusively of natives who were making 
short trips. 


I had just seated myself in my com­ 
partment when an Englishman entered, 
and asked if I would mind if a Russian 
shared quarters with me. I had no ob­ 
jections and the Russian came in. \ The 
train pulled out, and as soon as my 
new travelling companion had arranged 
his luggage, I attempted to engage in 
conversation. 
Unfortunately the man 
could not speak a word of English and 
I knew nothing of Russian, so I was 
in for three days of silence, I thought. 
Finally we resorted to gestures and 
drawing pictures. In this way I learned 
my new friend was an artist, and I in­ 
formed him by the same means of my 
purpose in life. As a mater of fact, it 
muBt be stated that the Russian knew 
just two words of the English language, 
and these were "President Taft." I 
discovered this when he took from his 
little travelling trunk two small glasses 


and a bottle of benedictine. Ho poured 
out the liquid, handed the glass to me, 
and, drinking a toast, said solemnly, 
"President Taft." I could not bo out­ 
done, so I returned the compliment by 
toasting a name which I thought ought 
to be the right one for '*Nicholas." 
The artist recognized it and his face 
was one radiant smile as he drank. 
These were the only words which pass­ 
ed between us during our three days 
together, and it certainly cemented our 
odd friendship. 


Tho painter had among his belongings 
a large pamphlet with Russian phrases 
on one page and the English equiva­ 
lents on the other. By means of this 
booklet we were able to " converse'' 
after a fashion. Sometimes, however, 
it required almost an hour to exchange 
a single thought. 


Tho first night we stopped at Tchang 
Te Fou, where I made arrangements 
with the station^ master for the Russian 
and myself to sleep in the car. Most of 
the interior cities of China are sur­ 
rounded by a wall, and the railway sta­ 
tions arc usually outside this wall, and 
Often a couple of miles away. 
Before 
retiring the Russian and I agreed by 
means of the English-Russian pamphlet 
to enter the walls of Tchang Te Fou, 
see the town, and at the Same time get 
something to drink, as the water on the 
train was very poor. We walked two 
miles from the station to the city. 
ADVENTURE AT TCHANG TE FOU. 


ThiB city is seldom, if ever, visited 
by foreigners, and we learned after­ 
wards that there were only two in resi­ 
dence, these being missionaries. Conse­ 
quently we were the main feature of 
interest to the simple but treacherous- 
looking inhabitants. As we proceeded 
up the street, in the hope of finding a 
soda fountain or a saloon, we accumu­ 
lated a long train of curious citizens, 
beggars, naked children, who followed 
us and examined us with childlike sim­ 
plicity. Finally we came to a shop 
which had the appearance of a drug 
store, and I looked over its stock for 
some thirst-quenching liquids; I spied 
two bottles of some unknown make of 
American 
beer 
perched on a shelf 
p.midst Chinese medical concoctions, and 
bought them. The Russian and I then- 
made our way through the crowd at tho 
door, and started down tho street to 
the train. 
The Chinese followed, and 
a solid procession of half the population 
of China, so it seemed to us, inarched 
behind. It was beginning to get dark, 
and as it was no unknown thing for 
foreigners to enter some Chinese cities 
and never be heard of again, I became 
somewhat alarmed when several of the 
hangers-on began to beg for money and; 
none being forthcoming, started to pull 
at our coats and molest us. Two of tho 
Chinese were especially persistent, one 
jerking the Russian's coat and the other 
making a barefaced effort to got his 
hands in my pockets. 
What a situa­ 
tion! It looked as though wo two white 
men, unable even to exchange a word, 
would have to, tackle the whole crowd 
of several hundred Chinese. Presently 
the Russian gavo me a look' which I 
interpreted to mean there was nothing 
left but to fight. The mere suggestion 
of such a thing made me act, and in 
a flash I swung round on one of my as­ 
sailants. My fist struck his chin, and 
down he went. Ideas fly in and out of a 
man's brain in rapid succession in such 
moments, and I thought that inevitably 
the Russian and I would have to fight 
tho whole mob. But I was mistaken, 
for the blow that floored my opponent 
dispersed the entire crowd; they fled 
in all directions like a lot of rabbits! 
The crisis was passed and the Russian 
and I made haste to the train, whero we 
spent the night in safety. 


The next day wo had more trouble. 
This time it was the railway police. 
I was showing a number of photographs 
to my Russian friend when a policeman 
came along and asked in French, the 
language used by the railway employes, 
if he could see them. 
I acquiesced, 
thinking the officer was simply interest­ 
ed. He said he wanted to show them to 
some of his friends in another car. I 
gave my consent with a nod of the 
head, but as he had not returned at the 
end of an hour I wont - through tho 
'train to find him. He was showing 
them to a score of his countrymen, and 
said that he would bring them back in 
a few minutes, whereupon I returned 
to my car. Presently the policeman ap­ 
peared, and returned all the pictures ex­ 
cept two. These, he said, he wanted to 
keep. I protested, and he became so 
angry that he attempted to tako back 
the photographs he had returned. The 
Russian came to my assistance, and we 
threw the policeman out of the com­ 
partment into the aisle of the car, 
where I took his number and told him 
that Iwould report him toyMr. Tze, tho 
railroad official who had given me my 
pass. The fellow recognized Tze's name 
and at once calmed down, saying that 
he would return the missing pictures 
immediately. He did not return, how­ 
ever, and I went after him again, only 
to learn that he had got off tho train 
at the last station. The man was now 
beyond reach and I had lost my two 
photographs. What earthly interest they 
had to him it is impossible to say.

POINTS OF MOTOR VEHICLE 


LAW ARE MADE CLEAR 


The following letter from L. W. But­ 
ler, chief of tho Los Angolos division 
of tho motor vehicle deportment, re­ 
ceived this w'eok by 13. G. Hotchklss, 
local automobile 
dealer and garage 
man, clears up some points in regard to 
the motor vehicle law that have caused 
some confusion. 


Changing numbers from one vehicle 
to another, without notifying tho de­ 
partment and paying the regular charge, 
amounts to a misdemeanor.

Covina. California. 


Dear Sir: My attention has been 
called to the fact that a number of 
automobile owners in your district are 
confused us to the method of making 
transfers. 


Any person to whom a set of licenses 
has boon assigned and who removes 
those plates from one car and places 
them on another car which they have 
purchased, must make transfer through 
this department, the fee at this time of 
the year being equal to 10 cents per 
horsepower on tho car to which the 
numbers have been transferred. 


Porsons who transfer 
their plates 
from one car to another without regis­ 
tering the same through this depart­ 
ment will not be able to make renewal 
on their 1917 license tags until this is 
done. It is nectssury for them to fill 
out a form 20, giving the name of the 
car thereon, license number, state to 
whom the old car was sold or traded, 
and sign the blank in the manner in 
which the original was made, anil make 
out a complete new application on the 
new car. 


All applications for renewals must be 
forwarded to the Sacramento office, the 
fee being the sumo as that of last year.

A double star Is one which consists 
of two stars lying close together and 
revolving in an orbit. 
For some time 
Professor 
Comstock, 
astronomer 
of 
the University of Wisconsin, has made 
a particular study of this feature In 
the heavens. 


A new phenomenon is a double star 
which he noticed was that two bright 
stars "wobbled" nnd did not have the 
usual steady appearance. 
At length 
the conclusion was reached that this 
condition was caused by a dark star In 
close proximity to the two. bright start. 
Such a situation was considered Im­ 
possible at first, but analysis revealed 
that the two bright stars could thus 
exist with a dnrk star without break­ 
ing down. 
Albough the dark star has 
never 
been 
seen, there is 
sufficient 
proof to justify the belief that it is the 
cause of this double star's peculiar be­ 
havior. 
It revolves about the double 
star about once in a little less than 
twelve years.
